To His Excellency, the Governor, and 
the Honorable Legislative Assembly of the 
N Territory of Washington, 
GentLemen:—I have the honor to submit herewith my 
report and vouchers for this office during the two years of the 
existence of the Board of Immigration. 


The chief business of this office has been to reply to letters 
of enquir y in regard to the soil, climate, and general resources 
of the territory, from all classes of people, and from all parts of 
the United States and Canada, and occasionally from Europe. 
1,153 such letters have been received and answered, and 233 writ- 
ten to parties by the request of friends residing here, making a 
total of 1,406 sent out for the information of intending immi- 
grants, from this office alone. From immigrants already here, 
and other persons with whom it was found necessary to corres- .. 
pond, this office has received and answered 457 adda ona, amount- 
ing in all to 1,863 letters. 
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30,000 circulars\have been printed and distributed; 20,000 
in the counties of 24 ofthe states and territories of the United 
States and the 6 states of the Dominion of Canada, and 10,- 
000 (paid for by subscription} on the passenger ships of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Companyand the westward bound trains 
of the Central Pacific Railroad Company. 30,000 hand.bills 
describing our territory scattered brósdeast through: ut the 
country. 


The 5,000 pamphlets published by the territory were sent 
out according to law, and the 1,800 remaining at this office for 
distribrtion were exhausted early in March of the present year. 
Since that time Murphy & Harned’s “ Business Directory? (500 
eopies of which were donated by Mrs. Eliza Harned), and the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company's “ Railway Guide" have 
been sent to enquirers. 


Karly in January, 1877, the need having long been felt for 
a reliable map ot the territory to furnish with printed matter to 
intending immigrants, an effort was made to obtain the means 
to purchase 1,000 copies, by private subscription. It resulted 
successfully, and since that time all enquirers outside the terri- 
tory have been furnished gratuitously with a copy of the General 
Land Office.map, containing county boundaries, latest surveys, 
and Miro gee likely to be of use to a new comer. 


C. D. Bagley, of the “ Puget Sound Courier,” John M. 
Murphy, of the * Washington Standard," and James Power, 
of the “ Bellingham Bay Mail,” have furnished occasional cop- 
ies of their journals for free distribution, to this office, and E. T. 
Gunn, of the “Olympia Transcript,” and E. Morse, ofthe 
4 Snohomish Star," have sent for that purpose from 6 to 20 
copies eaeh week. 


Section 4, of the act to create a Board of Immigration Com- 
missioners and provide for the printing and distribution of cer- 
tain pamphlets, appropriates $150 per year, out of any funds 
not otherwise appropriate *to pay office rent, postage, and 
- other ineidental expenses” of this office. A warrant for this 
sum was drawn and presented each year according to law, and 
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not being paid, was sold, the first year netting the sum of $135, 
and the second year $142 50, making a total of $277 50; certi- 
fied vouchers for which sum are herewith submitted. Of this 
sum, $171 30 was expended for postage, $58 for printing, leav- 
ing a balance $48 20 ont of which to pay all other expenses, 
including office rent. Office room for this bureau, however, was 
kindly donated by Robert G. Stuart, receiver of publie money in 
the United States Land Office of this district. 


The inerease of population, prineipally by immigration, 
during the last two vears, fram estimates received directly from 
the most intelligent and prominent men of each county iu the 
territory, amounts to 14,051; whieh added to the estimate of 
population of two years agosmakes a total of 50,051 persons for 
the present population of the territory, and these figures are 
believed to be correct. The census returns are very incomplete 
and notoriously unreliable and have not been considered in this 
estimate. 


The immigration to this territory of an industrious class of 
people from the old and over-crowded states and the inducing 
capital to come here and help, with honest labor, to develóp our 
great natural resurces now lying idle, are acknowledged, we be- 
lieve, by all parties, as a necessity for the growth and prosperity 
of our territory, which all desire, To obtain these objects, a 
wide spread dissemination of knowledge is required, of the in 
Qucements we offer in fine climate, productive soil, good govern- 
ment and railroad lands, great water powers, navigable rivers, 
bays, and inlets, abundance of fish and game, and many other 
advantages, which it is needless to enumerate, and which are 
well known to the citizens of this territory, and it is respectfully 
suggested that such an appropriation will be made as will enable 
the Board of Immigration to liberally earry out this purpose.
